For then arc all the Ele giuen 
vnto Chriſt to be goucrned and preſer- 
ucd, when God hath choſen vs in Chriſt 
as in the head, to whom 1t neceſlarily 
bclongcth to ſauc the iovnres of his body. 
Sutable hereto is this his other ſaying; 
T bois that thou gaueſt me, haue | kept, and 
none of ther us leſt , but the «Þ.\4 of peraition . 
Where hee teacherh, that the EleQ were 
trucly giucn him of his Father; fo that 
none of the Apollles, except /udas, was 
loft, becauſe he was fo preordinatcd tobe 
Joſt. Whoſocucr therefore are truciy gi- 
ven to Chrift by the Father, they arcin 
ſuch ſafe prote&tioa vnder Chriſt, as they 
cannot perii}; becauſethey are Elctted 
that 15, gwucn to Chriſt, Elſewhere fore- 
telling vs, chat one of the Colleage of 
Apoſtles.i}ou}d betray him, he preſaceth 
to ti;c poynt in hand, in this wiſe : 7 
fpeuhe ret of you all : f bnowe Wim f bene ch- 
fer : ur 14:5 that the Scriptare mught be fal- 


fits; Hee that exterh briax mah we, bath lit

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Indas as propoſed toperdition. Thus ha- 
uing heard Chriſt him ſelte ſpeaking for 


vs, what need wee more witneſſes? Yet pomse; 


wee plcaſc to heare what Saint Paul can 
ſay & vs. In his golden Chaine twined 
with his foure indwuiduall linckes,theper- 
ſon Predeſtinated, is proclaymed at the 
Standard, therewithall , Called, Inſtified, 
Glorified, And heeis in his expollulatorie 
Scrutinie, & Inquiric,after him that dare 
Nand out aduerſarie to this his poſitive 
Divinitte;, Who ſha! lay any thirg to theckarge 
of Gods Eictl : It 15 God that luftifierh, Who 
ſhall convernne? As if he ſhould have diſ- 
puted it thus : They are Fleted; there- 
fore can they not be Condemned. Yea 
he proveketh the proudeſt Enimic to the 
field for the triall of this trueth, as Afiscti- 
on, Trivalatior, and all the vated forces of 
Temptatioys; telling, vs, how theſe when 
they have done their worſt, can nener be 
of power to raiſc our Foundation, and to 
{under vs from Chriſt. Laſtly, he would 
have vs belceve this, as a ſure word of 
prophecte, that neither Angels, Doa- 
nations, or Powers, future, nor preſent 
thinges; altitudes or deapthes, nor any 
dung cl(c, from the Center to the Cir- 
cunmterence, can vndoc this Foundation 
of our eternail and infallible EleQion. 
Dellroy tus Foundation, and all theſe 
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rowes of ſpirituall Stones lJayde here- 
ypon,muſt needs come tumbling downe, 
As this ſaying of Saint 7aul, Beirg mſti- 
fied by Fayth, wee have Peace towaras God: 
Which peace of conſcience towards God, 
we can not haue,fo long as we hoouer (as 
the Rauen,) betwcene Heauen and Earth, 
andare in perplexitic about our EleQtion, 
As this other his ghoſtly Aphoriſme, 
Fayth maketh not aſhamed, becau/e the loue of 
God ts ſhea avread m our heartes by the ho 

Ghoſt, which is pinen v5 [t fully and finally, 
this loue may beloſt ot vs, whereby we 
are couercd with ſhame and confuſion as 
it were with a Cloake. As this Is other 
peeccof Letture : The jpirit of god wunefeth 
with onr (piru, that we are the chilarenofGed : 
So be it that wee yeeld that the Spirit may 
be quite extinguiſhed in vs. It 1s Saint 
Tebns a(lertion, and the marke indecd of 
thoſe of reprobate condition : T hey went 
from vs, but they were not of vs : for if they bad 
been of 1s, they ſhould hate contmued with vs : 
For itis flatte which Saint Pa«{ſ{ayth, T he 
Liftes and callmg of God are without repentance; 
and ſo by courſe of conſequence, he can« 
not repent that he hath predeſtinated vs. 
Thus doe our Popehlinges fall beforc the 
Scriptures, as Dacon betore the Arke; and 
the toundation of our Elcttion Nlandeth 
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Ard now vewill deale with them by 
dinte, and force ofreaſon ; and thus dif- 
pute for the ſoliditic of this our Foun-

1. Fuſt,apeſterimj, Gods purpoſe to ſaue 
the Ele in this world, 1s abſolutly con- 
Nant : Fhercfore he ſo Calleth, Iu{tifieth, 
Regcnerateth them, ſo qualifieth them 
With the Induments and Ornaments of 
his ſpirit, ſo goucrneth them, and giveth 
them the emitr of perſeucrance,as he neuer 
repenteth himſeltc of theſe collated bene- 
fites, 1nasmuch as repentance cannot fall 
vpon him, as Scripture before taught vs. 
God tolloweth his choſen with an 1ndiu1- 
duall, vawearifome, and cternall loue ; So 
ſayeth Godin ferem: f haue lourd thee with 
an eucrlaſims /oue, So ſaycth Chriſt in fobn :

Puthe 
willeth and workcth nothing now, which 
was not willed and determined by him 
trom all cternitic: wherforethiy foundat- 
on 15 of abſolute ſtabiline.

before man : IWee were che/en ( {areth the Eplic':.4 


Apoſtle) before the Worlds foundatter . A 
eaine,1tEection bea part of divine Prout- 
dence, and Prouidence 1s Geds : the Sc- 
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quences naturall, that Eleion muſt be 
in God,and no part thereot may cleaue to 
mans thumbes. And hence alſo the de- 
dition is asncedfull,thatitis ctcrnall and 
Immutable,as conſiſting in God onely; in 
whom all thinges are according to h1s na- 
ture, without variableneſle or ſhaddow of 
change. Stood the Foundation ot ourE- 
Ic&tion vpon no ſurer ground then Man, 
it would ſoone be turned vp : For Curipus 
changeth notoftner then Man. And what 
may Mandoe {imply by himſelfc towards 
his owne faluation?He thatis a reprobate, 
can lay to himſclfe a ſure Foundation 
wherevpon he may build his owne dam- 
nationzin aſmuch as not becing ſuſt1cfent- 
ly ſupported by the hand of God, (God 
not beeing bounde vnto him thereunto) 
heſimply can bring foorth nothing but 
fruites vato death, with willtullncile 
enough; and ſo vndoc himlſclfe : Bt 
Ele&tion cannot ſo bee made ſure of the 
part of the FleR, as by nature mutable, 
and as fo continually and gricuouily fin- 
full : So, as ſo farre as it laycth in them, 
they quite ſtrip themſclues of the eraces 
of God, and if doome thould be denoun- 
ced according to their deedes, there were 
no foundation madefor them in Heauen. 
The cfte&s of ElcQtion arc in the perſons 
themſclues that arc cle&ted, as their voca- 
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tion paſſive, and ſotheir Tuſtification and 
regeneration in this ſenie allo taith, and 
the workes of faith, andat laſt their glo- 
rificationin like manner. Whereforctheſe 
effects in vs that arc of tie Ele, admitre 
an alteration in reſpect of our {clucs ; 
Wherevpon by nature, faith, and regene- 
ration,may be loſt of vs; and of righteous, 
wee may become vnrighteous, and ſo fall 
from grace, and periſh. Putin regard of 
prede{tination, and diuine decree which 
1s in God, & ſoimmutable : it cannot be, 
that theſe ouiftcs of God, and theſe et- 
fectes of Predeſtination ſhould be quite 
without cttect; and therefore hauing de- 
pendance on God, our faluation is molt 
ſaic. Kauc a view heereof in the courle of 
the world, led by the hand of hcaucnly 
prouidence. For Secslm Speculum , The 
World is a Looking-gfafle in this caſe : 
For how 1s itthatitis ſo well ordered, fo 
as the Heauecns keepe their ftations ap- 
pointed the, the Sunne knoweth his vp- 
ning, and the Mooneher going downe; 
the aiternall entercourſe of the day and 
thenightis norto bee diſturbed, and all 
thinges execute their offices in their na- 
tures, intheir ſcuerall ranckes and claſſes, 
whermnthey were firſt placed? It is be- 
cauſe Pouidence that vishercta the 
World, isnotin the Creature, no not 
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the hand of Man or of Anzell ; but in the 
ſolepower ofthe vnchaunzinz God.that 
ho!deth the ball ofthe World in his hand; 
and {o is vnchangeable And hence 1s it 
that the execution of ſupreme prout- 
dence in like ſort, & all the effetts there- 
of,hold on ſo ſet and ſetled a tenor, and 
lauc ſo good ſucceile. And heerefollo- 
weth the aflurance of prede'tination, as 
founded ypon the ccrtaine toundation of 
Gods cternall counſaile : Whercfore well 
ſateth Saint August ne, I u ior's erimiud [1 toe 
rum Dio dem.

Ofthe Prayer of Chriſt, 7 haue 
grave: for thee, that thy fayth ſhould not faile thee. 
Hetherto maketh this ſweete ſpeech of 
Augu/fte,lpie cos facit m bono perſeucrare, quy 
facu Loncs. He that malcetl1 men 700d, ma- 
keth men to continue good;and hee alloy- 
eth not ti;at loue that may beloſt; wherfore 
hee ſayeth, { 22r1tas gue deſer; poreſt, nunquans 
vera fur. That Charitie that may be cailce- 
red 1s but counterfaite. 

4 Another Obic tion 1s from the cx- 
amples of ſuch as haue departed trom the 
Fayth, as the Epheſians, T hefalontar:s, and 
diſpearſed /ewes, ſtyled in holy Writinges, 
T heelett andcreem, whereas many of them 
did afterward torſake their firſt Loue, and 
cauevpthertaythasit werein the plaine 
ticld . Hecyero we anſwere, that there arc 
two fortcs of ludgementes touching mans 
eſtate this way. 1. The one is called /udi- 
cum Corruunnthetudgement of Certain- 
tic; by which an vndoubred doome may 
be deituered ofany mans EleCtion. But that 
15 Gods royaitie, peculiarto himſclte, ſette 
downe 1n Jus ſacred, and fecret booke of 
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counſailes 3 man is not tomeddlewith it,ne 
further then God hath reucaled to oneman, 
an othermans eſtate. 2. The other is ter- 
med Judrcium Charitatts . The Judgement of 
Charitie z whereby wee proccede by the 
Lawe of Love, eſtecming of ſuch as live 1m 
the Church, and outwardly beare loue te 
the word of truth, to be in the Calender 
of the Choſen , vntill wee haue a better 
Schoolemaiſter then Nature, toinforme vs 
the contrarie. Now inreſpe& theſe Ephe- 
ſins, Theſſalonians, and lewes,did beare theſe 
outward markes; the Apoſtle maketh the 
beſt conſtruQion of their doinges,as Cha- 
ritic would hauc him. 2. Againe,they may 
be deemed to be thus denominated, a marory 
pai re, of the greateſt part, according tothe 
common courſe of ſpeach, wherby we call 
itan Heape of Corne,which ſtandeth moſt 
vpon the Corne, though much confoun- 
ded with colder, and with chaffe, 

5 Another Obieaion, 1s this admoni- 
tion Saint /ob» giueth : Hold that which thou 
baft ther no man cake thy (rowne : whereby is 
meant (as ſome would haue 1t) T he Crowne 
of heauenhy e/ory : Wherets they inferre this 
Premfo of the Apoſtle ;, Ler hm that thunketh x.Cor-to.t2. 
he ſtandeth, tiks heed lenſt be fall. Weanſwere, 
that the Crowne there mentioned, is the 
Crowne of the Mliniſtric, which without 
tefleto our clcEtion, may be loſt, and can 
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not be rightly taken for the Crowne of 
heauenly glorie. And whatificcould & we 
ſhould graunt ſo much; there would beno- 
thing gotten by it? For it1s to be conceived, 
that one of theſe two wayes, it 15 to beloſt. 
1, Either in reſpe& ofour ſ{clues, 2. Orof 
God. 1. Inreſpect of our ſclues, wee cafily 
yeelde it, that wee may ſoone looſe this 
Crowne from our heads : For we arc fickle 
and feeble, & nothing elſe but a compeund 
of corruption. 

Now Death, and not the Diademe of 
Glorie,is the debt that 1s due to Sinne.2.But 
inreſpetot God, who hath choſen vs;and 
of Chriſt, in whom wee arc choſen, this 
Crowne.can ncuer be taken away trom vs, 
in aſmuch as the giftcs and vocation of 
God, arc without reucrſton, Whereforcin 
both theſe reſpettes, wee have warning 1n 
the Scriptures tolooke to our ſtanding,and 
to tread ſure, lea(t wee fall . And are taught 
herewithall, that the Ele& ſtand ſureinthe 
SanQtuarie of the Lord, they arc vnder the 
ſafe protection of Chrift, and ſo cannot 
perith. - 

'6 Thelaſt ObicRion I will deale with, 
1s from ſuch places of Scripture, as ſpeake 
of Blotting out of the Booke of lite: As that 
peece of [mprecationof Dads againſt his 
Enimies * Let them be wiped out of the 
Booke of the Liuing, and not be written - 
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mong the Righteous . As that aſſeueratian 


of the Spirit in the eApocalips: He that ouer- Renel-3.5. 


commeth,1 will not put out hi name out of 


the Booke of Life . As thoſe paſsionate ,, a 
withes of Moſes & Paul,to beput out of the gomy,;, 


writinges of the houſe of //rae!, for the fal- 
uation of the people of God committedto 
their charge. All which places conclude 
nothing leſle, then that they make ſhew of 
at the firſt ſight, being not throughly vn- 
derſtood . Dautas enemies had neuer any 
name in Gods booke, but only in the cour- 
tious opinion of the Church. And therefore 
it can not properly be ſayd of them, that 
they were ſpunged out : But in Scripture 
phraſe, they aretaken ſo to be, when their 
hypocriſic ts diſcoucred, and they are ma- 
nitefted what they are. So eAuguſtine ex- 
poundeth thoſe wordes of the P/aime : Ler 
them be wiped out of the Backe of the Luamgy 
that1s, Scrrprymon rf copnoſcantur tam ab inſis, 
guam ab a'qs, Lctit appeare both to them- 
ſelues and others, that they arenot written 
downe. They ſeemeto be written (fſayth 
the ſame Father) Secunaum preſentem Juſt 
tiam,et iemporariam ficem_., as they carry Cre- 
diteinthe World, for their good carriage 
of themſclues in their outward ations, and 
for their temporarie profel3ion . Concer- 
ning o's his wiſh; ſome thereby would 
cance the Booke of this preſent life, as if 
Aſo, 
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Moſes ſhould defire to dye forhis People 1 
As if he ſhould haue ſaide, Eyther ſave 
them, or ſlay mce. But this meaning, is tos 
Lghtto ſuite with the grauitie of this his 
petition . For many Captaines ard Val» 
aumts haue been foundec, that haue becn 

rodigall of their owne, for the ſafeguard 
of their Souldiers liues : And it 1s the com- 
maundement the Godly ſtande charged 
with, to giue their lines for their Brethren. 
Wherein Adoſes had had his matches cuen 
among the Heathens, fuch as were */klery 
that were brethren, Decrus, Curtin, Theſes, 
and ſuch like, that made no {pare of the ef. 
fuſion of their blood, for the benelite of 
their Countrie : Wherefore ſome giue theie 
wordes to the Booke of the Coucnanr, asif 
he ſhould haue ſayd, Blot my Name out of 
thy Church-booke, and letit no more be 
in the number of thoſc to whom thou haſt 
made thy Promiſes of eternall life. Not that 
Aoſes deſired diretly to be damned for 
the peoples deliuverannce, but onely ro be 
excommunicate from the Church, that 1s 
hecreon earth ; which is ſomewhat more 
then to dic, 

But ſome of better indgement then the 
the former,are of the minde,that Ma loos 
ked higher then ſozname!y to the Booke of 
eternall life; as it he ſhouid thus ſay : Ra- 
therthen thy whole people ſhould periſh, 
| Ice 
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letmy name no more ſtand in thy Predeſti- 
natio-booke, in the number of thoſe whom 
thou halt put apart to eternall life. And 
becauſe this Expolition ſfeemeth to breed, 
and to bring ſome ablurdities with 1t (as 
thatſo great aman ſhould make amotion 
of a thing impoſnble lus Predeſtination 
11.the certificate of his owne knowledge 
becing notto be altered; as alſo that hee 
1Hould defare that which 1s valawfull,to be 
raced out of theRegiſter of the Righteous: 
which 1s to change copie, and to turne 
enemic vnto God,) they put in this ſur- 
10ynder,that the Prophet rauiſhed in zeale 
of attetions to the glory of God, and the 
good of the people, was ſomewhat beftde 
himſelfc,and (pake he knew not what. 

So likewiſe they conſider of Saint Paules 
yow,to be ſundred from Chriſt, far his Bre- 
chren, his Kinſmen according to the fleſh; 
And it 15 incident as wee know to theſe 
pa(s51onate affe&tions,as heeding only that, 
. vpon which their minde is bent, not ra 
hced themſelues. This 1s the verdite of ves» 
ry creat men, whoſe authoritie wee are 
uſtiy to reucrence. But to vabowell our 
thoughts in the cale, howſocuer we may 
yecld them-what they ſay concerning Ac- 
ſes, inasmuch as his parley with God, was 
exicmporall, and familiar, and wee may 
note lum of ſome raſinelle ; That wee 


ſhould

ſhould marke out Saint Pau/for ſuch a man, 
and make him of this hamour, is moreIam 
perſwaded, then thatplace will ſuffer . For 
Paul wrote it,and not worded it Tis hand 
leddethe Penne, & the Spirit led his heart, 
as his ſolemne preamble into that 1natter 
witnelleth, in this forme of conteſtation, 
I ſay the truthin Chriſt and lye nor ny conſcience 
bearing me Witnefſe m the ZHo!y-ghoſt. Thus pa- 
thericall prouocation and appellation of 
the Apoſtle, is argument of perſwaſ1on ſut- 
ficient vnto vs, that mature deliberation, 
and not precipitate affection wrought this 
reſolution . And in that the Spirit ſugge- 
ſted it,it cannot be excepted again(t. 
Againe, we diſtinguith of the nature and 
manner of his vow, as there1s a ſeparation 
from the loue of Chriſt : And as thereis a 
priuation of the fruites of his loue, That 
Parl did with the firſt to bid Chriſt adiew, 
and to be execrable for his Breathren, it 1s 
not, nay ought not to be ſuppoſed; For 
that flatly croſfeth the concluſion of the 
Chapter before, touching his inſeparable 


 ſocietie with Chriſt; and it checketh the 


principall cauſcof the very Vow it ſelte; 
which was not ſo much his loue to his 
Brethren, as his louc to Chriſt ; whoſe glo- 
ric hee thought in the repudiation of the 
people, ſhould not be litle hazarded, as ro 
whom appertained the Adoption, and the 
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Glorie; the Coucnant, and the Law; the 
Worſhip of God, and Promiſes : and of 
whom came Chriſt according to the fleſh. 
For hee ſaw what the World would gather 
vponit, if God ſhould roote out the {ſrae- 
br, and plant the Nations : namely, that 
cither God ſtood not to his Promiſe; or 
that 7e/zs was not that eMefiah promiſed . 
This was that which pricked Pas! in the 
quickeſt Vaine, and ſtabbed him at the 
Heart. Yetdid his inwarde Bowels bleede 
in affcions to his Brethren, condolcing 
their deſtruion. But Chriſt and his glory, 
ou themrothe vttermoſt (traintthatmight 
e. Wherefore while hee 15 in this Feruour 
of loue, and his affe&tions are thus flagrant 
towardes Chri(t, it1s not without rcalon to 
tninkethatin compunttion to his kinne, 
hee could wiſh to be cut off from the com- 
munion of Chriſt. But wee take it that wee 
arc in the right,in expounding his Wiſhot 
the fruites of Chriſtes loue, as the felici- 
tic of the faythfull in the life cternall, of 
which he would bedepriued, and determi- 
ned to damnation, rather then his eyes 
ſhould behold the expun&tion of his peo- 
pic out of the Couenant of Grace, to tlic 
creat obloquie & reproach of Gods name, 
and of his ſonne Chriſt Ieſus. And this fit- 
tcth well the ſpirit of thatloue that he bea- 
3eth towards Chritt, And this 1s the Gloſle 
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of Chriſoftome, on this text. 

Neyther doubt we at all, but that the 
ſarne Spirit was with e/79/c bis tongue, 
which was with Paxls Pcn; that the one 
ſpake, the other wrote with aduiſcment 
enough,the ſame cauſe, the extent of their 
loucto the gloric of God, and theindemni- 
tic of their bs working theſe atte&to- 
nate wiſhes inthem . Wherefore bothtl::{e 
obictions of examples, receiue the ſame 
an{were : As if Hoes ſhould haue lard in 
this maner. O be gratious vntothy Pcop.c, 
notonly for their owne ſaluation ſake, but 
for the glorie of thy name or it tiune hand 

muſt needs take hold on Iudescinent, let 
their blood be vpon my head, and letmee 
gocdowne vnto the damned, Neither doth 
this imprecation of his, ſtrike at all at the

cree of clefion, the ſame implying inita 
racite condition,itit were poſs1ble. Þut hee 
knew it, that it was abſolutely impo's1ivle. 
As Chriſt when he did deprecate the re- 
mooueall ofthe Cuppe, which he knew be- 
fore could not beremooued, Father, i! i ve 
p*ſſuble fer this Cuppe paſſe from mie. Thethort 
ſunectherefore of Moſes his ſuite is this, Ra- 
ther blotte mce (1t 1t may bec ) out of tity 

Zooke of life, then thatthy People thould 
be deſtroyed, and thy name blalphcmedy 
all whichmaketh nothing tothe purpole,to 
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prooue that thoſe that are penned downe 
inthat Booke, may be afterward put our. 
And thus much ſhall ſuffice for the torepar: 
ofthis Text. Irtfolloweth. 
fAnd kath this Seale, T he Lord knoweth 
who are h:s, 

By an other fticte Metaphor, hee corcl::- 
deth,the certaine faluation of the elect, allu- 
ding tothe auntient cuſtome of men, fetting 
their Stgnets and ſealing Rings, to that 
which they minde toratifie. God {12ned the 
promiſes of temporall deltucraunces, made 
vnto his people with his gracious feale. A 
Scale was ſet ypon Noah, and ]1y Fanuly, 
that the Deluge thould not drowne them. 
So.tome was not ſentenced to combuſtion, 
before Lorb, and his Family, were marked 
out to an happie preſferuation . In the 1n- 
{I1c&ted pumthment vpon the tirſt borne of 
E:::t, the aſperftion of the Blood of the 
Lambe vpon the Lintels and Dore-pottes 
ol thchouſes of the 7/racites, was the Lords 
Proad feale and Charter, of ti:eir 1mun; - 
tie from the common flauokeer, Whereas 
fiixex An*els in Fee were difpached by Freely. 
God ,acainſt /era/alem,for ther dettruciion: - 

An other Angell appareiled in white, (with 
an Incke-horne at lus Girdie,) was Lroatrs 
a Lee {ent on this Legatineerrant, to faus 
ſuch,as ſhould be ſealeu with theletter Tr, 
vp5 their tore-heads,as theire paſport, and 
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protection : Much more 1s our ſpiritvall 
deliverance aſſured vs, by fignesand ſeales 
of it. There 1s no man elected vnto cternall 
life, but hal be ſealed at the time appointed. 
And this is that ſealing which 15 fo often 
mentioned in the Scriptures as where in 
the Reuelation 1t 1s ſayd, that a number 
without number, was ſealed vnto the Lord. 
For like as the Father hath fealed Jeſus 
Chriſt as he was Man, and Mediator with 
the holy Gholt aboue his tellowes, accor- 
ding to that which Chriſt taith of Iimfclte; 
Eiim hath,Godthe Ftrer [raicd : So allo the 
reſt of his Chilgren lie hat'1 ſealed, & doth 
dayly ſeals with Markes and Cl:aracters 
of their ccrtaine Election, to deuide them 
:rom the outcaltes of tl;1s preſent culll 
world. As where he fayth: ww Lith (caled 
vs,mmd ptuen vs ti; earneſt o/ t,t. And m 
the latter (0 the Sp/r ſrons thus: After that ye 
be/eened,ye frere ſealed with rhe bait (þ 11 of prc- 
mie. Andintheſame Epiſtle thus : Gries? 
mt tve hoiy Spirzt of Cyoet, by whom yee are jealed 
U1.10 the aay of Reiemptinn, 

Theſe Seales arethe Meatzes to ſcruc the 
end ſctte downe by God. Predeſtination 
3s not onely of the Ende, but alfo of the 
ieanes thatmake t5 that end. Now ail oc 
1em.alvwellthcirnde, as the ancanes, are thc 
t flees thereat, Wherefore riohtly ſaytl: 
eAwinlires Pregeſiingtn ef prep.rano berc- 
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ficiorum Dij, quibus certiſime liverantur qui- 
caug, lberantur ; Predeſtination 15 a prepa-- 
ratiue of the graces of God, by which they 
are moſt aſſuredly ſaucd, who are to be (a. 
ved, | 

Theſe Meanes, in ſome are more impo- 
tent,in ſome more eminent: in ſome more, 
in ſome leſſe: Some have but alitle Oylein 
their Cruiſe: In ſome, their cuppe doe ouer- 
flowe . Thoſe mcanes are our Vocation, 
Iuftification, SanAification, Repentaunce, 
, new Obedience; without which, there 15 no 
entraunceto the Throne of Grace : But by 
theſe Groomes, wee may be brought into 
the Kinges Chamber. 

Heere the twe principall Scales and 
Meanes, are ſet out vntovs: as Fayth, and 
New obedience : the natural! Branch that 
ſprouteth from that roote, Fayth hath the 
preheminence 1n(invated 1n ths Preference 
and foreknowledge of God in thele words: 
T he Lord knowetb a hy ene his . The other 15 
more open inthe wordes foll>;ving. 

Let ail that cail vpon the naine of tne Lord,

Gods rowles of remembrances,not to be ra- 

ced out.

where he ſayth : Chriſt knoweth his Sheepe, In Loh, 7.c.6, 
electing and foreſeeing them wnto eternall 

life, (as the Apoitle telleth vs:) God hath 

not caſt away his people, which hee knew ve- 

fore : for as the Lord, ſuch as he reprobateth, 

z5ſayd not to know; as where he ſayth to the 

fooliſh rc Atiydes that had not Oyle for their 

Lightes, I know yo n9t : ſo ſuch & hee pre- 
deſtinateth,:nd preordinateth unto !ife,nee 
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The Forndation 
of # 1 Gs f'y [cya to know them. Þ 
Nu this 1s the true Fayth which oughe 
to dc 1a vs.to bethroughly perſwaded, that 


iz Caicinthe rancke and claſsie of Gods 


-udren, adopted in Chriſt Teſu, and.ſo to 
0:3 the fatheriv favour of God, and that 

io our ſaluation 1s ſealed vp ina Bagge. 
Without this Fayth, we cannet be graf- 
t-d into Chriſt. But this Fayth ſufficeth vs, 
though not perfect, ſo it be true, though 
but ſmall a5 a Graine of Muſterd-ſccd, ten- 
der like a new borne Babe. In the Babe 
there can not bethe aCtion of Fayth, which 
15 the knowledge of Chriſt and confidence 
In im; yetis the Spiritand virtue thereof 
In it, wh:ch in tune will ſhew it ſclfe. And 
this the Scriptures would have vs belccue, 
in a!] ſuch places as ſhew vs, that wee are 
ſaucd by Fayth, and that withovt Fayth, 
it 1s 1mpoſgible that we ſhould pleaſe God; 
yet withall, the perfeRer our " 206 rs, the 
ercater 15 the power of it : and rheretore 
wenu!{t endeavour all we may,to cncreafe 
our Favth. And albeit wee receiue in th1s 
hfe, not the Tithe; bur the farſt Fruites of 
Gods Spirit, and butthe earneſt thercot : 
(tte f;;{t Frunes being but a Sheafe,in com- 
zarif<n ct the whole Cornelande : and the 
Eawal being as jt were but aPennie, for 
the payment of Poundes, ) yet this Sheafe, 
this Penne, feructh the turne to incorpo- 
Fate 
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rate vs into Chriſt. As the eye of an 1/raclite- 
ſerving him but to looke vp to the Braſen 
Serpent, avayled to cure the ſting of the 
fieric Serpent z ſo the pur-biindeyc of our 7c!;n.;; 
Fayth, if it can but turne vp the Ball to- 
wardes Chriſt lifted vp vnto the Crofle, it 
will be cnough to cure the deadly wound, 
the old Serpent hath giuen vs. The Paltte 
ſhaking hand of apoore Lazar, may ſferuc 
to recciue the deitotion of a Paljenger, as 
well asthe beſt, chouegh the other can hold 
it falteſt, Though the Bone partes 1n mans 
body bethe ſtrongeſt; yet there 1s as much 
lite in the weake Fleſh, as in them. The 
weakeſt loynt of the body {ſoit be living) 
15as huingas thereſt. So this 1s the ordi- 
naunce of Diuine prouidence in the body 
of the Church, that every oneof the Elect, 
the members thereof, ſhould haue ſo much 
Fayth meaſured out vnto them, as m1ght 
{uftice to their ſalvation. A$ hee that ga- 
thered much Manna had not the mire : 
and as hee that gathered Icfle, had notletle, 
burthad enough as well as the other; ſo 1t 1s 
with Fayth, the food of the Soulc : hee that 
hath thelcaſt, hath enonghto ſac his Soule 
in the day of the Lord, as well as hee that 
hath the greateſt meaſure thereof. 

Thus Favthis the Seale of our Predeſti- 
nation vnto life, inaſmuch as none are cap- 
ablc thereof, but the ſealed fort : wheretore 
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Lit tals ;tis ſhiled, T be Fayth of the ele , Wherefore 
Luke ſpeaking of the Genti/zs who had been 

Paules auditors, fayth : As many as were or- 
dayned vnte life, beleencd. In this reſpeR, Payl 
cntituleth Fayth, T þe earneſt of our 2 7cption 
and inberitaance. Men {i1mply naturall, per- 
cerue not the thinzes that are of God, and "= can 
not ſpanne or comprehend the Fayth. To 
Cons at; this,giucalithe Fathers conſent, that Fayth 
ES dS isthe, elkect of Predeſtination.So Aumjtme, 
dc bono auvoweth againſt tic 'Pelagrans 1n ſundric 
Peliciitat, Places. 

Now whereas others are ſayd to belecue 
as the Deuils,T hey be/cene and tremble : as the 
temporizers of theſe dayes; 1t is fo abu- 
{liucly mproperty | Ly dof them. Itisas 
eAupuſt anc ſay ti : Aly Ca,/50ant, pj cre eatint, 
TheGodly belccue: others doc but thinke) 
TheFayth ts not 1n thtem, but a kinde of 
Fancic onely. 

This Fayth is a harder matter then tlic 
Schoole of Rewe conceiueth, who recke no 
more of it, then of an ardinaric o11t of God, 

| ot a certaine li2ht of the mide, by whub one a[- 
Can. rm.ca, [cnteth tot emurdof (ju »(a5 J.amſuu hath ex- 
pa.Rhcon! coLitated: then of anactl.o of the unadtrſtanding, 
0489155 as the Remmſtes would haue it : to be onely 
occupied in generalitics, and neuer to del- 
cendeto application i Th particular, as «Ar 
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niindes may be illuminated in the know- 
ledge of the truethz and they may bee 
throughly perſwaded ofit. And therefore 
they haue this ation of vnderſtanding. 
And this is the generall Fayth that taketh 
vp thinges in groflce z which the Deuilles 
themſelues haue. 

Wee teach and prooue, that Fayth con- 
ſiſteth in a facultie of apprehending and 
applying Chriſt : thatto Beleewe, Apprebena, 
and to Recerne Chriſt,are all one. Thus Saint 
{obn compoundeth and confoundeth them, 
whereheſayth; es many as receiued hiny, to 
them he gaue power to be the Soxunes of God, enen 
tothim that beleeue in his Name. Thus 1s Faith 
an application of Chriſt in ſpeciall to it 
ſcite : asapoore man when analmes is g1- 
uen him, he doth put foorth his hand and

draw it 1n againe vnto himſeclfe, and ma- 


kerh the almes his owne. This 1s the reaſon 
of the Metaphor of Putting on of Chriſt, ta- 
ken vp by the Apoſtle, where hee entrea- 
teth of thenature of Fayth . But Chriſt is 
onely Put on by way of application in 
particular,of his righteouſneſle laide to our 
heartes,as the Garmentis applycd vntothe 
backe, when it is put vpon it. Hitherto 
hath reference the manducation and pota- 
tion of Chriſt, which is by Fayth. Now the 
meate and drinke that wee take downe ts 
doc vs good, mult be taſted, minced by the 
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Teeth, conueyed into the Stomacke, dige- 
Ned, and atter all theſe, be particularly ap- 
plycd to therr ſeucrall partes that are tobe 
nourithed by them. 

Epheſ.za7, Hence 1t is that Saint Pax! praycth for 
the Epheſiars , T hat (brit may awell ws ther 
beartss by fayth :Which can not be without 
the apprehenſionof hum. He thereforemay 
preperly be ſayd to belceue, that can di- 
NinAly and trucly ſay of himlelle, that he 
is throughly perſwaded jn his conſcience, 
that he 1s reconciled voto God for all his 
{innes, and 1s accepted vnto cternall ifein 
him . Thus Pau/teacheth both by practiſe 
and precept : as where having tirlt ſer 

Gal-215, downcthe generall Propoſition 3: A mins 

not mfirfied by the workes of the Law; but by Fanh 
in Chriiteſu: Hee inmcdiatly inferreth the 
Application of it to himtelfe in particular: 
Wee bane beleeuea m leſu Chriſt, that Wee wighe 
be wilified by the Fayth of Chriſt . And be- 
neath in the 20.verſc more ſpecially hema- 
keth vſe thereof, thus vnto himfclte : / {we 
by faith in the Sonne of God, who bath lowed mers 
and gwen hum/c./t for mee. Neyther doth Pacle 
takethis as his prerogatiuc, or peculiar, a- 
boue others ; but only ſetteth out himſelfc 
for an example vnto vs, that wee thould ſo 
'1a{lruct and cemfort our ſelues : Whereforc 
AH here heſayerh, Fer this cauſe, was } re- 
Eerrd Unto merit, that Jeſus (arist fhoutd fr it

Thus Fayth liveih not in ſuſpenſe be- 
twixt Hope and Feare, as the ow thar 
flyeth betweene Heauen and Earth ; but 
neſtleth herſclfe in the Woundes of Chriſt, 
as Doucs 1n the cliftes and holes of Rockes. 
By this, Wee ffand, ſayth Saint Paul; nay,by 2.Cor.r, 
ehis, Wee le, ſayth the Prophet eAbacke. 
Faythis the Spirit and Soulc of the New- 
man. Wee hauethe name that weliue : but 
indeed weare dead towardes God, if wee 
belecue not; 7/ Peraduenture,arenot wordes 
that proceed from the mouth of Fayth, 
but itis the pronuntiation of Babylon, as it |crom,: 8, 
15 thus written :Bring 'Balme for her Sore, ff ſhe 
may be healed . Deraduenture, is aPlaiſter to 
be (ct on the Sore and fide of Stmon agus, 

whom 
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whom Simon Peter ſummoning to repen- 
tance, ſaith: Prey to God,that if ut be poſſible the 
choughtes of thine heart may be forguen thee, 
Wherefore make wee not our caſe, likethe 
caſc of the Elephant, wholyeth downe,and 
cannotriſc againe : Let vs not fo farre bend 
the Bowe, as to breakeir : But inthecauſe 
of Faith, let vs take vp Peters Text: Alaiſter, 
it is 2004 for vs to be heere . Let vs taſte of the 
Trce of Life, and our eyes ſhall bee opened. 
Lec vs ſprinckleour heartes, with the blood 
of the Te and the deſtrutiue Angell 
ſhall not hurt vs : Let vs ſay with the 
Speuſe, in the (articles : ? bane ſound him, 
whom my Soule loueth, I will hold him faſt, and 
wall not let him goe. The forgiuenes of eur 
fians, 1s an Article of our Chriſtian faith 
ſo that hee that belecueth it not, is nota 
Chriſtian. 

This Faith is required of vs, through our 
whole life, but cheifely, about the time of 
our death; (when our Wealth, and Welwil. 
lers,our Senſes and Senſualities,and all out- 
ward (ollaces, and (uccours forſake vs. ) For 
then Faith cnforceth vs, to goc out of our 
{clues,and to runne ts the mercie of God,as 
toour Cittic of retuze ; Then 1s Faiththe 
hande ofthe Soule, by which wee draw 10 
Chriſt to our ſclues, with all 1s Benefites. 
Then 1s Faith the mouth of the heart, by 


which wee teede on Chrilt, ason a re tora- 
1c 
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tive, cating his Body, and drinking his 
Blood, ynte etcrnall life . Then 1s Faith the 
Foote of the minde, which enableth vs to 
walke with God, the meancs whereby wee 
arc familiar with him. Then is Faith the 
Fare, by which wee heare God ſpeaking to 
vs, out of the word. Then 1s Faith, the 
Tongue of the Soule, by which wee talke 
with God, and inuocate his moſt holy and 
reucrende name. Wherefore Luther was 
wont to ſay,That men become beſt Chriſti- 
ans, when they are at Deaths doore. When 
Taurd ſawe nothing but preſent death be- 
fore his eyes, the People determining with 1.S2w.30.6. 
themſclucs to ſtone himy his Qwrerxs eff, that 
he 1immcdiately tooke out, was in the Lord 
his God. And the vic that he made tohim- 
{e]te, of the Promiſes of God, was the argu- 
ment of his Toye, and the hfter vp of his ppq,,q.,,, 
head,inthe time of trouble; where he ſayth: 50. 
Remember the promife mage to thy Seruant, 
wherem thou hast Caxſed mee toput my truſt : It 
u wy comfort 1 my trouble, for thy promeſe quick» 
ned mee. Asclſc where, where he fayeth, Ay 
Flejh,and my beart fauletb;Dut Goats the ſtrength 
of my heart > my portion for ever. The {ſraettes, lob. 3. 14. 
when they had beene ftroken by tiric Ser- 
pents in the Wildernetle, and their wounds 
were deadly they calt vp their eyes tothe 
Brazen Serpent, (as God wovId have them,) 
and they were tortiywith healed . So when 
the 
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the fiery Dart of death, ſtriketh vs at the 
very heart, fixe wee the eyes of our fayth 
ypon Chriſt, lifted vp vpen the Crolle, 
and fo by the Path-way, and Region of 
death, wee ſhall haue the through paſlage, 
and entry, vnto cternall life. | 
All this while I deny not, but that this 
faythin the beſt of the bunch, skirmiſheth 
with doubtes.

God to be their God. 

The like way be fayd of the Lone of 
God, wherewith heloucd vs 11 Chriſt to 
ct2rnalllite, before the groundworke ofthe 
World was laide. God in lowny vs, hath 
lefr an 1mpreſsion and obli nation ot ts 
louc in cur heartes, by which wee 1cturac, 
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and retortec thisloue, and love him acaine; 
and as it were by the reflcxion of theſe 
Sun-beames, ſtriking into our heartes, arc 
Prouoked to love him. For Gods loue to- 
wardes vs, becing by natureeternall,bring- 
eth ſoorth at his tnll appoynted time, a cer- 
taincloucin vs, ſeruing te the cternitic of | 
his glorie. Henceit 1s that Saint fobn ſayth : 
Nor that we loned him but tha' he forſt luued ws, 
As if hee ſhould thus ſay; By ſetring the 
Seal: of his Loue vpon our heartes, hee ct- 
feReth thus much, that wee1n the rereward 
ſhould louc him as a Father : Wherefore 
by the oliditic of that loue, by which wee 
have a feeling that wee loue God, wee are 
made to know how large the dimenſions 
of thatlouc of God are, by which trom all 
etcrnitiein Chriſt, hee hath embraced vs. 
Now what 1s this loueelſe, but Predcſtina- 
tion 2 So ourEleion, by which we areput. 
apart in Chriſt from the refidue of the 
\World,ſcttetha kind of Image of God him- 
ſeltc vpon vs : that 15, it begettcth an other 
Ele&ion, by which weerenounce all other

In an other place 
hee ſayth, If there be any that proutdeth nat 1, Tim 5,3, 
for his owwue, and namely for them of lus bruſe- 
bold, he bath demed the F.y'h - Ny {cethat 
dcemiet'i the Fayth, cannothaue Fayth. Al- 
fo, Saint 'ubn ſayth ; Hes that [{.yth, I krow 1,lob. 1.4," 
Em, ar koipertb r ot his commundenentes, 1s 4 
tyay : Winer hee concludeth that to be aly- 
ing and atalle Favth,which hath not 101 nt 
commerce with the performaunce of his 
preceptes : but a counterfait Fayth, 1s no 
Fayth at all : Therefore they goc both hand 
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in hand toxither ; Fayth & Good workes,

Worker \vhich God hath ordained,thet 
ivee ſhoxld walke m they . And hereto ſerue © 
theſe inferences of Saint Paul, of Loue vn- 
faigned, vnto which weare choſen : andof 
a 2ood Conſcience, which as an impartible 
companion, 1s of the Fayth of the Ele. 
This endeavour to performe Good works, 
1s to all the Ele neceſſarie, as Peter tca- 
cheth, where he willeth vs, that wee mate 
fare our Eleftion, and Yocation, by good Werke x 
asmany Copies hauc it; not to God, our 
vocation being certaine vato him before 
the Worldes creation : but to our ſelues, & 
to our neighbonres. This 1s one of the chic- 
feſt vics we make of Good workes , that 
by them not as cavufes, but effeftes of our 
Eleion and Faytl, wee our ſclues 2nd our 
bretiiren, are aſlurcd and fecured of our {al- 
uation, Where the mouthes of the Pelagiar:s 
arc ſtopped, who make the ſ{orc{ight of our 
Fayth, and Workes in God, the cauſe of 
our Saluation: when as of the quite con- 
trary-lidc, God hath predeſtinatcd vs to 
Fayth, and Good workcs ; becauſc hehatlr 


choſen 
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choſen vs to eternall life. Wherefore Panl 
ſpeaketh cautcloufly, where he ſayth 7 ob- 
earmecd mercy of the Lordto be faytk-full : he ſaith 
not, Becauſe I was to be faithfull. As where 
he ſpeaketh in the ſame manxier, thus; T bat 
we ſhould be Tnblamable, not becauſe we were 
to beeſuch . As againe where hee ſayth; 
Wee are created in Chriſt Ieſw nts Good 
workes,which God hath ordained,that wee 
fhould waike in them3 notbecauſe wee did 
them. As finally,wherc he ſaith; The Grace 
of God hath appeared, that wee ſhould liue 
ſeberly, rizhteouſly, godly : notbecauſe wee 
were ſo todoe. It cannot berightly ſaid, 
that God firſt foreſecth that men are to be- 
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lceue, 'and afterward predeſtinateth them 


to belecue : Becauſe whom hee forcknew 
ſhould belecue, therefore hee forcknew at,

becauſc hee decreed it . Wherefore Iuſiine Contra, Tr1-- 
Alartyr calleth them, T be Elect, who are fore- phon- 


knowne, that they ſhould beleexe : wherefore

{izne and ſeale,that they belecuc in Chriſt, 
and ſo that they are cleted in Chriſt vnto 
cternall life, 

Fayth is of the nature ofa Trec in opera- 
tion ; which naturally of it elſe, bringeth 
foorth fruites; ſo that there is no need that 
the Tree be commaunded to yceld her <N- 

CTCaic: 
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creaſe : So the faythfull man without co- 
ation diſpoleth lumſclte to be fruitfull in 
God workecs,the Law of God being eraf. 
ted in his heart, {o thath1s delight 15 dayly 
inthe ſame: 5o that of kis owne accord, he 
doth Good workes, as of him ſeltc hee ca-

MA beare the name of Chriſtians, if wee live not 
as Chriſtians. TrucPietie,challengeth a de- 
parturefro Iniquine. faces ſmooth Voyce, 
and Eſau rough Garment,agree not togea- 
ther. Wee beare «dams diſeaſe about vs, 
rather taſting of the Tree of Knowled2e, 
then of the Tree of Life : Srrenria, Know - 
ledge; weigheth heavier in the Ballence, 
then Conſcrenra, Conſcience; therefore our 
Sorrovmuſt be added to that part, to adde 
more weiglit vato it. Such Vocaliſtes, have 
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their Repulſe alreadic in the perſons -of 
thoſe prating Profeſſors; whom Chriſt 
ſhooke off thus : ? know you nor, depart from 
eres yee Workers of inaquitie : For Light ard 
Darkneſle will haue no entercourſe togea-. 
ther : God and Belia/ will not bargaing to- 
ecather.Hee cannot abide a ſinfull body, of 
whom it is written : Reghteovinefſe end Truth 
i the preparation of his ſeate.

Cod 
deſtroy. All the Religion that we '124e inthe 
Church; as Preaching = -apinhe ek"; crs, 
Diſcipline, driue at this end; trove to finne, 
toliueto God. 

To conclude, our G!7ificarion includeth
